with a 
resinous 
pitch, and the portions containing the 
pitch deposits have horn valueless for 
lumber because of th** Impossibility of 
forcing the saws through th** pitch 
soaked fibers of the log.

It might be utilized in a thou 
sand ways, even in chewing gum and 
for soda fountain flavors. >-o pleasant 
is its taste. 
"To give tersely the results, I wilt 
say that each stump contains JO per 
(suit of it?- hulk in pitch.

five or six cord* of wood, o f the pitch 
In the stump 20 per cent can easily lie 
resolved into turpentine, LM * per cent 
Into tar oil and 50 per ceut Into com 
mon tar. The ta r is an excellent prod 
uct and can find ready sale. The minor 
product is pyroUgueous acid, contain­ 
ing acetic acid. 
"AU the products of the fir stumps 
can be removed by what is technically 
known as ‘destructive distillation." One 
of the most marvelous features is that 
during the distillation process the fir 
gives out a gas of strong heating ami 
illuminating powers, sufficient to main­ 
tain the process and furnish tile means 
of extracting th** product* desired f**r 
commercial purposes.
